We carry the 
savings bank and railroad tax in our receipts the 
same as money received from state, so we had to put 
in full tax which was due State. So our receipts are 
that much more than the amount turned over to 
treasurer. You will notice the difference in report. 

Also on Mr. Clifford’s account—he took one bag 
of cement for his own use so we took one dollar of 
of his pay.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Mr. Chairman and Members of School Board: 


I hereby submit for your consideration a report 
of the schools of Thornton for the fiscal year ending | 
July 1, 1921 and for a part of the present year ending 
Jano Vales. 

Four schools have been maintained with a regis- 
tration of 114 different pupils for the year 1920-1921 
and 100 pupils for 1921-1922. All schools were main- 
tained for 36 weeks with a per cent of attendance of 
92. While in the previous year the per cent of at'en- 
dance was 86.5. This shows an increase but it is 
considerably lower now than it ought to be, owing to 
irregular attendance. A part of the absences, in case 
of the Center school, was due to sickness caused by a 
vrontagious disease. Those were unavoidable but many 
of the others could have been eliminated by parents’ 
cooperation, 
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The only way to maintain successful schools in 
town is by close cooperation of parents, pupils and 
teachers. No one of them can make a success of it 
alone. 

The absence of a pupil from school one-fourth to 
one-third of the time means that the chances are 
against him for promotion because of his inability to 
do the work of the following grade. Non-promotions 
are expensive to pupils, to parents and to the district. 
May we not unite our efforts to do the most effective 
work possible and thereby reduce non-promotions to 
the minimum? 

Our record cards show that 68 pupils were pro- 
moted last July; 24 were not promoted; 3 had been in 
first grade two years; one in first grade more than two 
years and 8 in grade 1 and 2 were more than ten years 
of age. Four pupils had perfect attendance record, 
namely, Evelyn Adams, Fred Adams, and Merlin 
‘Brown, West Thornton; and John D. Merrill, Center 
Thornton. 

In a study of the registers another serious defect 
is no.iceable, namely, tardy marks. Almost the whole 
of those may be laid to the neglect and indifference of 
parents and pupils. Last year’s record shows 159 tar- 
dinesses, and the previous year 259. Being late 
teaches our boys and girls the serious habit of non- 
‘punctuality—a defect that may prove a great handicap 
in later life. Let us teach rather the commendable 
habit of promptness, which is so much admired by 
people whose time is worth something. 

The survey of the schools for the present year 
shows that 30.2 per cent of the pupils registered are 
at age and 69.8 per cent retarded. This shows a slight 
improvement over the previous record of 74.8 per cent 
retarded. Quite a large per cent of the above retarded 
record is traceable to non-promotion due to irregular 
attendance. 

The number of visits made to all schools by 
member of school board is 23; by citizens 78; by the 
superintendent 102. The school census reported in 
October showed 62 boys and 50 girls or a total of 112 
pupils in town between the ages of 5 and 16 years; 95 
pupils registered as members of local schools Septem- 
ber 30; 6 pupils attending high school; and 3 attending 
elementary schools outside of the district, or a total 
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of 104 repor ed in school. Six pupils between 5 and 8 - 
years and 2 between 14 and 16 were not attending 
any school. 

This year we are maintaining four transporta- 
tion routes as follows: Mr. Bradley to Woodstock, 
Mr. Downing to West Thornton, Mr. Tuttle to Center 
Thornton, and Mr. Carr to Mad River. The weekly 
cost to ihe district is $37. 

The medical examination of the school children 
made by Dr. H. A. Cheney reveals the following 
defects which ought to receive attention by the 
parents, namely: malnutrition 1; defective vision 6; 
anaemia 2; cardiac disease 7; defective teeth 57; 
hypertrophied tonsils 14; adenoids 7; defects in 
breathing 3; enlarged glands 2; and unvaccinated 24. 
Dr. Cheney’s reports also show that this year he sent 
notices to 89 parents, and that since the previous 
examination 31 defects have received treatment. We 
trust that a larger number may receive treatment as a 
result of this examination. 

The following repairs were made last fall on the 
school buildings at Mad River, namely: foundation 
relaid, lighting changed, toilet vaults repaired and 
slate boards purchased. The work on the building 
was postponed so long that all which had been planned 
could not be completed. Neither could the work be 
done that was intended for the Center school. 

Next summer plans should be made to complete 
the work at Mad River, change the lighting at the 
Center school and paint the buildings. 

The school at West Thornton has been crowded 
this year with a registration of 38 pupils. If the 
school board thinks best, I would suggest that an 
effort be made to reduce the attendance at this school 
another year either by transportation or, if possible, 
by uniting with Woodstock in maintaining a school at 
the Tannery for pupils living in that vicinity.
